Elderly Urged to Learn
About Federal Benefits

Every month some persons
in the South Bay area sign up
late for their Medicare ben-
efits, Miles Davis, social secur-
ity district manager, said to-
day.

Noting that May has been
proclaimed Senior Citizens
Month by President Nixon,
Davis urged South Bay resi-
dents who are approaching age
65 to celebrate by finding out
as much as they can about the
federal health plan for older
Americans.

A person should sign up for
medical insurance two or three
months before he reaches 65, if
he wishes coverage of doctor
bills to begin in the month he
reaches 65, Davis said. If he
waits until later, his medical
insurance may not begin until
one to three months after he
signs up, and if he waits more
than three months after he
reaches 65, he will not have an-
other chance to sign up for per-
haps as much as a year.

For a person who is a social
security beneficiary, the basic
hospital insurance protection
begins automatically with the

month of the 65th birthday

One who is not receiving ben-
efits should check with the so-
cial security office two or three
months before his 65th birth-
day about his eligibility.
